We trust that this report will prove to 
be untrie, but that will not alter the 
fact which is being constantly brought 
before us to the effect that friction more 
or less serious is going on all the time 
with the Roman Catholie converts and 
‘the Non Christian, Chinese, and the 
priests are often found aiding and 
abetting their flocks.

Crown Colonies and Crown Agents. 
How inimical co trade development is 
the Crown Colony system has again been 
iMustrated—says the British Trae Journal 
of March J—by the efforts of Jamaica to 
obtain commercial representation in Lon+ 
don, The planters and merchants of Jam- 
aica are blundy told by Mr Chamborlsin 
that it is ‘impossible’ for a Crown Colony 
like theirs to hove an agent in England 
occupying 1 position in uny way similar to 
that of the Agent-General or Commercial 
Agents of gelf-governing- Colonies. He 
tells thei thut if their trading interests are 


-| to be represented in London, their agent 


must be entirely uncunnectod with the 
Government, although there would be no 
objection to making 2 small grant to such a 
bydy as the Royal Jamaica Society of Agri- 
culture and Commerce. Tha Crown Colo- 
nies arc, therefore, to be earmarked com- 
mercially as well as politically, and while 
Conada and tho Australian Stntes have the 
advantage of commercial agentsin England, 
Jamaica's trade is to be sacrificed in tho 
interests of red-tape.
